the legal’ aspects of the trial on 
tho hypothesly that {t is possiblo 
to ansume that the ardinal’s 
exhaustion was a porfectly normal 
phenomenon. 

My legal criticisms will deal 
with three questions, First, wore 
the charges proved according to 
law? Secondly, woro tho fund- 
ameontal principles of justico 
observed in the trial? The third 
tnd Inst questlon is the more 
general ono of tho right to form 
political opposition, o right which 
I shall show has been fully pre- 
norved in the “Hungarian Con- 
stitutlon. 
I shall begin by apeaking of the 
actual charges on which Cardinal 
Mindazenty was tried. There were 
seven charges. The first may be 
briofly called  “Seditlon”; tho 
second and third woro charges of 
“Disloyalty” (Huctlenseg). Tho 
remaining four charges were in 
respect of currency offences. The 
Cardinal was found guilty on all 
seven charges ong was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 

The first charge, that of Sedi- 
tion, was undor section 1 (1) of 
Act No. VII of 1941, which says: 
“It is a felony to commit an act 
designed to overthrow the domo- 
cratic state order or democratic 
republic set up Act 1 of 1916 
or to initinte, fond or afford 
substantial suppor to a Movement 
or organisation to that ond.” The 
actual charge under this section 
on which the Cardinal] was. con- 
victed was that ho acted as leader 
og an organisation designed to 
overthrow tho, democratic state 
order and the democratic republic. 
It will be noticeg at once that the 
Beditlous object of the Cardinal's 
so-called organisation was alleged 
to bo the “overthrow” of the de- 
mocratic stato order and tho, r2- 
public. This word “overthrow” is 
a strong word and implies some- 
thing very actlve, to aay . the 
least. of it, something in tho 
nature of a coup d'ctat from 
within or of armed intervention 
from without. 1 shall return to 
this point presently, but first of 
all Iet mo just mention another 
word in the charge, namely, “or- 
ganisation”. It is q matter of 
doubt whether the word “organisa- 
tion” can properly apply to a small 
group of people of very loose 
construction such as Cardinal 
Mindszenty wan alleged to bo 
leader of. But let us assumo Tor 
the sake of argument that Mind- 
szenty’s alleged Monarchist Group 
was an organisation within the 
meaning of the Art. " 


Crucial Question 

Tho crucial legal question is 
whether that organisation was 
designed to overthrow the de- 
mocratic state order and the 
republic. : 

In tho view af tho prosecution 
fully endorsed by tho court—any 
organisation which has the aim 
of restoring tho monarchy is 
automatically iNoegal, whether it 
Pursues its aim by legal moans 
or not. . . 

Even if thls view wero right, it 
can bo seen at once that it by- 
passes the requiroment of poction 
1 (1) of Act ‘No. VIL under which 
the Cardinal was charged, for 
tho charge is that the organisation 
was . designed to overthrow tho 
democratic state order. It docs 
not follow in law that an organisa- 
tion which wishog to.reastore tho 
monarchy Is designed, to overthrow 
ithe domocratic ntate order or the 
republic. It is an, historical fact 
thatcin every country which has 
changed from monarchy to, ro- 
public thero have boon peopte who 
wikhed for a ‘return of tho old 
ways without It over crossing 
tholy mind ‘that they would lift a 
fingor to overthrow tho axisting 
regtmo, To wish for a roturn of 
tho monarchy (however unpopular 
suc ‘a wish may be) 4s quite 
consistent in law with having no 
intontion of restoring the mon- 
archy unless and antil the ro- 
public has quitos indopendently 
como to an end. This is tho -v 
explanation that Cardinal Mind- 
vo in his defence, As a 
is impossiblo for mo to 

t nocessarily

“Thore shalt bo guilty of the 
folony of Disloyalty and puntsh- 
ablo penal servitude from 10 to 15 
years any person who shail ally 
himsolf with’ or contact any 
forolgn government, or foreign 
organisation Afor the purpose of 
bringing ut o fostilo act 
ngainat the Hungarian state; and 
further ony person who shall 
endeavour ‘to incite oa foreign 
power to war or onforcing action 
against tho Hungarian state.” . 

Trom a legal point of view the 
Cardinal's conviction under this 
section wan gbsurd. 

Tho facts relied upon by tho 
prosecution were oxclusively con- 
cerned with tho Cardinal's Yottors 
to the United States miniaters In 
Budapest and a Ietter to Preatdent 
Truman. All-of those lettors wero 
written beforo tho 
came into force on Saptcmber 
1947; that is to say, they wore 
written during a Pporiod when, 
legally speaking, a state of war 
between Hungary and tho U.S.A. 
was still subsisting. Hungary was 
an “oooupled country! throughout 
the period, the U.S.A. being, 
legally speaking, one of the oc 
cupying powors. Thorofore, in 
law, there could bo no question of 
inciting tho U.S.A. to war or 
hostile action against “the Hun- 
gorian State, 

1 Moreover, quito art from 
these Jegal considoratlons, it is 
porfectly clear from tho letters 
upon which tho prosecution relied 
that the Cardinal's referonco to 
“American intervention” and 
“Atmorican nid” meant puroly and 
simply tho use of the influence 
with the Hungarian Government 
which the head of the United 
States Mission could, i¢ he chose, 


the country from upsing into 
chaos, It if hard to any how {t 
could be {legal to preparo for 
such an emergency. At any rate, 
the moro preparation for such an 
emergency docs not in any way 
tnvolvo ‘the intention of “over- 
throwing” tho ropubdlic. 


No Evidence 

It could only bo sald that thero 
was 4p intention to “overthrow” 
the republic, ‘if the monarchist 
group could bo shown ‘also to 
have taken steps to bring about 
the contemplated war. But thore 
wns no ovidenco whatever that 
Cardinal Mindszenty ond his 
group tricd to bring nbout another 
European war. He , positively 
denied it, and the probabilittos are 
all against it. “Iho prosecutor put 
his argument like this: ‘They 
tricd,”" he sald, “to make certain 
United States officials and agonts 
belicve that there existed n strong 
legitimint movement in Hungary, 
that our poople hated the Govern- 
mont of tho Peoples’ Domocracy 
and that therefore 9 warlike stop 
would easily be successful, hoping 
by such arguments that the Unitod 
States would start o war in the 
near future against our country.” 

It is to suggest imaginary 
motives. But in a court of law 
motives cannot be imputed unless 
they aro substantiated bv facts. 
The facts which tha prosecutor 
appears to have relicd on for 
this purpose wore, first, tho letter 
of authority given by Cardinal 
Mindszenty to Otto Habsburg on- 
abling him to represent Hungarian 
Catholica in America; secondly, 
the Cardinal’s request to the 
Amoricans to send the Holy Crown 
to the Vatican, and, thirdly, the 
Cardinal's ictter to Minister 
Chapin suggestin, thnf America 
should buy various Russian- 
owned assets in Hungary. 
All these things are no more 
consistont with Inciting ‘to war 
than with Cardinal Mindszenty's 
own explanation. Thoy therefore 
corry the case no further. 

The prosccutor’s suggestion is 
Indeed very nalve. Nobody could 
serlously suppose that the U.S.A. 
would decldro war on Hungary. 
What many people did at that 
timo suppose war that the U.S.A, 
might declare war upon or be- 
come involved in war with Rusata, 
tg this had occurred, tho inevitable 
result for Hungary would have 
been that she would havo found 
herself behind Russio’s front 
line. Far from declaring war on 
Hungary, the’ US.A. would, in 
the Cardinal's view, have cven- 
tually occupied Hungary o8 a 
liberator. Whother this view was 
right or wrong, popular or Un- 
popular, it is consistent with 
every piece of evidence produced 
by tho prosecution on this chargo. 
.. The fact that Act I of 1946 
‘declarcs that Hungary {is o ro- 
public docs not, as tho court ap- 
pears to ‘havo’ maintained, mean 
thnt it is nutomatically Mlegal to 
form o movement to altor that 
state of affairs. The law of Hun- 
gary itself permits any previous 
Act of Parllament to be repealed 
or amended by. proper conatitu- 
tional means. {t would not be 
against the Jaw of . Hungary 
(though it might be foolhardy) 
to form no monarchist party, ond 
to put forward monarchist candi- 
dates at parliamentary oloctions. 

Moreover, the next acction 
of the Act under which tha Car- 
dinal was charged providcn as 


follows . 
“It Is a felony seditiously to 
State

“Can the Pope be silent when a 
State, atopping beyond the limits 
of {is authority, abrogates to itself 
the power to abolish dioceses, to 
remove bishops, to disrupt Church 
organisation and repress it. be- 
neath the lowest domands of the 
service of souls? Can the Pope be 
silent when a priest ts imprisoned 
because he refuses to violate the 
hollest and most inviolable aceret, 
the sceret of Holy Confession? 

“Ig all this perhaps an un- 
authorised interference with the 
political power of the State? Who 
could maintain this honestly? 
Your exclaomations have already 
answored these and similar ques- 
tions, 

"My beloved sons and daughters, 

the Lord God reward you for your 
loyalty and grant you strengt in 
the struggles of the present and 
the future. May He make you 
vigilant against tho attacks of 
-your onomies;-may He onlighton 
with His glory tho minds of those 
whose eyes are still closed to 
truth; may Ho grant to the hearts 
still distant from Him the grace 
of a sincere return to the faith and 
to the brotherly feclings whosc 
denial threatens tho peace of 
mankind. 
“And now Tet our plentiful 
patornal’ Apostolic Blessing des- 
cend upon the whole city and tho 
world.”

_ The ‘supreme ecclesinstic and 
moral authority of the See of St. 
Peter, tho chiof shophord and 
guardian of Catholic Christianity, 
has expressed unmistakobly, in 
crystal-clear words, what Car- 
dinnl Mindszenty’s real crime was. 
Just as the Pope could not be 
silent, the Cardinal could not 
refrain from speaking. His crime 
was that he, carried out the 
eternal duty of the Church of 
Christ. 

Only tho first chapter of the 
“Mindszenty Caso” is closed.“The 
public opinion of the world has 
given Its verdict on the Communist 
Hungarian Stato. The second 
tribunal will bo history itself, It 
will; pass sentence. I believe that 
until the very ond of our history 
wo Hungarians will be ashamed 
that this shameful attack upon 
the freedom of the human con- 
science took place upon our ‘soll. 
But perhaps the world will re- 
momber that tho herd and martyr 
.who defended to tho last particle 
of his mind and of his heart our 
humanity and Nberty: ond faith 
was also born on Hungarian soll. 
Heroes and mortyre may fall in 
tho battles for Truth, Sut their 
very existence, thoir strength 
victorious even in thelr tragic fall, 
prove moro convinel than any 
human words that th lives 
ang works and can inspire them 
even on tho road to Calvary.
